Deep Sea Explorations 


A few weeks ago the British research 
vessel, H.MS. Challeager, iropped a 
weighted wite to a depth of almost sever 
miles in the Mariarta. Deep, about 200 miles 
southwest of Guam. 

Exploring under the sea did not begtr 
until the latter part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Early equipment used for measur. 
ing depths included a heavy weight and a 
line ahout half inch in diameter. Each 
time a measurement was desired, it took 
hours to lower and raise the weight 

The next method was of American 
origin: thin twine and a weight that de 
tached itself when it hit bottom. The twine 
was followed by piano wire. [n 1874, it was 
believed that an American ship set 4 speed 
record of measuring a five mile depth in 
two and a half hours 

Winding by hand was ceplaced by steam 
winding engines The next development, 
echo-sounding, came about the time of the 
first World War process involved 
delicate instruments which measured the 
time that it takes sound echoed from the 
sea’s bottom to reach the surface. By figur- 
ing the speed at which sound travels, depths 
can be determined 

Deep sea explorations have revealed that 
the Pacific is full of holes Known as 
“deeps”. A few examples are the Mindanao 
Deep (34,000 feet), the Tuscarora Deen 
(32,000 feet), the Kermede Deep (31,000 
feet), and the Solomon Deep (50,000 feet! 

{t has also been learned that many civec 
channels, such as the Congo and the Indus, 
continue as deep canyons far into the ocean, 
Many such canyons have been found off the 
Atlantic Coast of the United States. 

According to Dr. Hans Peterson, Direc- 
tor of the Oceanographic [Institute of Gote- 
borg, Sweden, in another billion years, new 
continents will appear in the middle of our 
present oceans. Dr. Peterson Delieves Chat 
the Atlantic Ocean will retain its well Known 
S-shape, “but ‘a new continent would .ap- 
pear along its whole length so that there 
would be two Atlantic seas.”

Co-operative Farming 
From the Calgary Albertan) 

Word out of Saskatoon this week was 
‘o-operative farms in north east- 
ern Saskatchewan have folded up. It’s easy 
to get a wrong impression from that 

The Saskatchewan government, with the 
operation and goodwill of such public 
yrvanizations as the Canadian Legion and 
the farm associations, initiated co-operative 
farming ventures as a means of rehabili- 
tating war veterans. On the whole the pro- 
vram has been a success. The four failures 
‘urrently noted are due mostly to the un- 
foreseeable difficulties arising before the 
farms had been solidly established 

There are two main objections to the 
rrdinary type of individual farming on the 
prairies. One is that farm homes are too 
isolated for the women folk, and because of 
their isolation, lack the conveniences that 
seem to go with modern living. The other 
is that farming has become so mechanized 
that many individuals, especially those just 
starting out, cannot afford the expensive 
machinery that has to be used

At Meeting 


Problems of co-ordinating de- 
velopment between the City of 
Edmonton and fringe areas occu 
pied the attention of the Edmon- 
ton District Planning Commission 
at its June meeting. 

Following the advice of the 
director of Town and Rural Plan- 
ning, a motion was passed in- 
structing the staff to prepare a 
plan for the Capilano Subdivision, 
just east of the City limits. Both 
the Municival District of Strath- 
cona, in which the area is located, 
the City of Edmonton agreed to 
seek, through the Commisston, 
ways and means of deevloving the 
area in harmony with the needs 
on both sides of the city line. The 
area, bounded on the north by the 
Saskatchewan River and on the 
east and south by a deep ravine, 
forms a natural extension of 
Forest Heights neighborhood unit 

The Interim Development Ap 
peal Board of Edmonton referre? 
to the Commission for its recom 
mendation, an application for 
subdivision and building on the 
*Fort Trail just south of the north. 
ern city limits. Members raised 
three major objections to the 
proposal: 

First: It would result in another 
access and a precedent for a mu) 
tiplication of accesses off a vital 
highway. 

Second: The further develop 
ment of the land in the particular 
locality might place obstacles iy 
the way of the proper siting of the 
proposed ring road. 

And thirdly, and most decisive. 
ly, the subdivision, if carried 
through, would create two parce): 
smaller than the established five 
acres minimum for the ‘A’ zono 
greenbelt. 

The Commission went on re- 
cord as being opposed to the re- 
quested subdivision.
